"Dear Mr. Thomas :- 


To save you the trouble of looking it up, I am handing you 
herowith a oopy of the order of the T.R. Commission authorising the discon- 
tinuance of all mountain service during the winter, etc. 

The opinion says o expressed a dersire to operate on '"un- 
days and Holidays, but due no doubt, to Col. Gordon’s misapprehension of the 
relations existing between the Railway and the Tavern, it states that it is 
not evident that such operation can be made a profitable venture if the 
hotel is to bo closed. 

The order authorizes the Co. to discontinue all mountain 
service for the period named and makes no reference to operation on Sundays 
and holidays. The question that bothers me is whether we have permission to 
run trains on those days, or may do so legally under the authority granted. 

It seems to me the matter of operating trains on such days, or on any other 
day or days of the wook, is optional with us undor our application. That at 
least, is what we had in mind and I do not believe the Commission intended 
by the order, (made at our request), to restrict our right, but w s rather in 
the naturo of permission to do something that would remove a burden and that 
jaw are loft free to determine for ourselves how far we wish to apply the re- 


lief given. 


But I don’t wish to incur any penalties nor be placod in 
the position of doing something illegal dr soraething-we have no right 
to do, in the possible event of an accident or casualty. 

Last year this point seems to have been overlooked for we 
did run our trains on Sundays, (and I believe holidays also), from 
the date we closed down, under the permission granted,until we opened 
the road in March . 

Kindly give me your opinion, as I wish to ceaso operations 
after Sunday, 'Tovember 3rd nest.
